The dear, beloved one, upon
whose radinnt fuce reated & sniile for oneand ull,
has pasked the portsls’df & better and a fairer
land thun oura, Just as the apening bud of
spring bursta forth into the blooming, fragrant
flower, and is swept from its parent stem by
the ruthlens blast—just ns the pure and peer-
less girl blooma into beputiful womanhood, the
chill hand of death s laid -npon her, and her
warm, young heart ceuded its pulsations forever!

Her illncss was long and painful, but with
almost unexampled patience and resignation
did she benr her severe afflictions. ' The fell
destroyer, consumption, her fatal malady, not-
withstanding tho untiring efforta of skilled
physicians, placed its seal upon her, and urged
her to the murky brink of deoth, slowly but
aurely.

She was the ohly daughter of & widowed
mother—her hope, her light, her joy! Amia-
ble in disposition, intelligent, pleneant and un-
aesuming in manner, she was the meek, cheer-
ful, warm-hearted companion of our people who
enjoyed her ncquaintonce; old as well as young,
and her pluce upon earth gan never be filled,
Mer funeral took place on Sabbath evening
last, at 3 o'clock, from the Methodist Epis-
copal Chiireh, and, notwithstanding the inclem-
ency of the weather, large numbers of her Bun-
dny Bchool-mates, nnd ditizens gonerally, were
in attendunce, and paid the last tribute of re-
spect to her mortal remiains, Rev, Dr. John
R. Eads, pastor of the church, preached the fu-
peral sermon—3s most touching and eloquent
sppeal to all present, but more especinlly to
the young—reading the lesson from the 90th
Pealm: **Lord thou hust been our refuge,’’ &e.
He wos assisted in the services by Rev, J, G,
Mason, pastor of the Preabyterian Church.

A few days previous to her death shatold her
friends she was not afraid to die: snd gave
evidence that she had found an eternal friend
in the Redeemer of the world.
